This  cemetery  was  also  used  by  the  ancestors  of  Daniel 
Webster.  No.  a,  the  Centre  Road  or  Baptist  cemetery,  was  laid  out  in 
1791.  The  oldest  stone  is  that  of  Hhodn,  wife  of  Reuben  True  and 
daughter  of  (low  Josiah  Bartlett  1791. 

Salisbury  has  ever  been  strictly  an  agricultural  town  and  many  of 
its  citizens  have  accumulated  wealth  from  the  skillful  cultivation  of 
the  soil.  Though  the  eliiet  markets  were  distant,  much  of  t lie  farm 
produce  was  sold  at  their  doors  and  few  were  the  farms  that  did  not 
produce  sufficient  to  clothe  and  feed  the  occupants  ami  have  a  surplus 
to  make  improvements  in  lands  and  buildings.  The  farmers  have  with 
rare  exceptions,  been  the  substantial  citizens  of  the  town,  holding  a  full 
proportion  of  official  positions  and  contributing  liberally  to  sustain 
the  institutions  of  education  ami  religion.  In  1823  a  county  agricul¬ 
tural  society  was  instituted.  The  society  held  its  first  fair  at  Salisbury 
South  Road  Get.  19,  1823.  It  was  at  this  fair  that  Ezekiel  Webster 
first  introduced  what  was  afterwards  familiarly  known  at  the  time 
as  “the  Webster  breed  of  hogs.”  There  were  entered  for  premiums 
11  farms,  50  head  of  cattle,  11  horses  and  colts,  52  sheep  and  7  swine, 
two  of  the  latter,  bearing  the  aristocratic  names  of  “Count”  and 
“Countess”  Rumford.  The  record  says  “A  procession  was  formed 
and  moved  to  the  meeting  house,  under  the  direction  of  the  marshall 
of  the  day,  where  the  throne  of  grace  was  addressed  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Cross,  and  an  address  delivered  by  I)r.  Ebeuezer  Lerned  president  of 
the  society.”  There  were  awarded  in  premiums  $202,  of  which  sum 
the  “Count  and  Countess  Rumford”  each  obtained  $4.00;  for  exhibitors 
of  farms  $70.00;  cattle  $47.00,  sheep  $14.00,  horses  $G.00,  domestic 
manufactures  $57.00  including  seven  pieces  of  fulled  cloth,  fl.vc  pieces 
of  carpeting,  two  of  flannel,  and  two  of  linen  cloth.  No  fruit,  or  field  or 
garden  crops  were  entered.

As  early  as  1884  or  before,  the  town  had  two  active  organizations, 
Bartlett  Grange  and  Farmers  Club.

THE  ALMS-HOUSE 

For  half  a  century  after  the  settlement  of  some  parts  of  her  terri¬ 
tory,  Salisbury  had  no  paupers.  When  it  became  necessary  to  grant 
assistance,  special  provision  was  made  by  the  selectmen  or  by  vote 
of  the  town.  The  usual  course  was  to  board  the  poor  with  those  re¬ 
liable  citizens  who  in  addition  to  the  labor  which  they  could  perform, 
would  take  them  tor  the  smallest  amount  of  money.  The  successful 
bidder  on  his  part,  was  to  take  the  paupers  from  their  homes  or 
previous  places  of  residence,  “furnish  them  with  the  necessary'  meat 
and  drink,  washing  and  lodging,  rum  and  tobacco”  while  the  town 
would  provide  clothing  and  such  other  aid  as  was  especially'  stipulated. 
It  is  evident  that  the  old  course  was  pursued  with  regard  to  the  few 
paupers  in  the  town  until  1831,  when  a  farm,  with  stock  and  tools,  was 
purchased  where  the  poor  were  afterward  supported.  Under  the  law 
of  the  times,  if  a  man  contracted  more  debts  than  he  could  cancel 
he  was  committed  to  jail  on  complaint  of  a  creditor. 

THE  TORNADO 

Sept.  9,  1821  at  5  P.  M.  it  struck  Warner,  and  Salisbury,  New 
Hampshire,  where  Deacon  Joseph  True  resided.  A  child  of  Mr.  True 
was  injured  so  severely  that  it  died  soon  after.  Mrs.  Peter  Flanders, 
a  daughter  of  Jabez  and  sister  of  Joseph  True,  was  so  badly  injured 
about,  the  head  that  she  never  recovered.  The  greatest  sufferers  by 
this  tornado  were  the  two  Savorys  in  Warner,  and  the  Trues,  father 
and  son,  in  Salisbury,  and  Joseph  True  was  the  greatest  individual 
sufferer.  Joseph  True’s  loss  was  $800.00  and  Jabez  True’s  loss 
$100.00.  Jabez  True  was  a  grantee  in  Kingston,  Stevenstown  township.

Mason,  Michigan,  August  19,  1924 
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If  was  named  directly  Irom  Salisbury,  Mass,  which  was  so  called 
from  Salishnrv,  England.  It  is  hounded  on  the  north  hv  Andover,  on 
the  east  by  the  I Vinigew asset  and  Mcrriniac  rivers,  on  tne  south  by 
Boseawen  and  Warner,  on  the  west  hv  a  tract  of  land  once  called 
Kenrsarge  tiore  which  was  Inter  annexed  to  Warner.

h  or  more  than  a  decade  of  years  Salisbury's  hardy  and  fearless 
settlers  were  the  very  pioneers  of  civilization,  stood  upon  its  extreme 
verge,  re) wiled  the  assaults  of  savage  heasts  ami  more  savage  men,  de- 
I ended  their  rude  dwellings,  •■from  violence  and  destruction”  ami 
Wired  their  brows  to  the  tomahawk  and  scalping  knife  and  their  breasts 
to  the  Indian  bullet.  “Through  the  fire  and  blood  of  a  seven  years 
Kevolutionary  war”  her  sons  shrunk  from  “no  toil  and  no  danger” 
that  they  might  establish  and  save  to  themselves  and  their  posterity 
“a  name  and  a  country”  and  that,  too,  a  free  country.  For  several 
years  atter  its  settlement  there  rose  no  smoke  front  the  habitation  of 
any  white  man  between  Salisbury  and  the  settlements  on  the  rivers  of 
Canada.  Her  women  were  slain  by  the  tomahawk  and  her  men  and 
maidens  were  ambushed,  seized,  made  to  run  the  gauntlet  and  carried 
away  into  captivity:  and  while  the  inhabitants  of  other  towns  were 
obliged  to  abandon  their  recently  made  homes  and  flee  for  protection 
to  stronger  and  more  populour  settlements,  tlue  Stalwart  inhabitants 
of  Salisbury  stood  firm,  built  their  cabins,  and  defended  them. 

When  Philip  Call,  Nathaniel  Meloon,  Bengamin  Pettengill,  John 
and  Ebeneser  Webster,  Andrew  Bohonatt,  and  fedward  Eastman  and 
their  associates  built  their  rude  dwellings  in  Salisbury,  then  Steveus- 
towc,  they  formed  the  exposed  picket-line  of  civilization  in  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  and  they  maintained  it  till  the  peace  of  1763,  notwithstanding 
Nathaniel  Meloon  his  wife  and  three  children,  were  seized  by  the 
Indians  and  carried  away  to  Canada,  and  sold  into  captivity  and  the 
wife  of  Philip  Call  was  murdered,  and  Samuel  Scribner  and  Robert 
Barbour  were  also  captured  "and  sold  into  captivity  at  Chambleo 
and  St.  Francis. 

When  the  clash  of  arms  with  the  mother  country  came,  the  people 
of  Salisbury  were  ready  r.t  the  country's  call,  and  every  one  of  her 
voters  signed  the  association  Test,  except  two,  these  two  declined  to 
sign  on  account  of  the  fancied  indignity  implied  in  demanding  that  two 
such  devoted  men  should  sign  their  names  to  recommend  their 
patriotism. 

Following  are  the  articles  of  Association: 

‘‘In  consequence  of  the  above  resolution  of  the  Hon.  Continental 
Congress  and  to  show  our  determination,  in  joining  our  American 
Brethren  in  defending  our  Lives,  Liberties  and  Properties  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  LTnited  Colonies.  Wo  the  subscribers,  do  hereby 
solemnly  engage,  and  promise,  that  we  will,  to  the  utmost  of  our  power, 
and  at  the  risk  of  our  lives  and  fortunes,  with  arms,  oppose  the  Hostile 
proceedings  of  the  British  Fleets  and  Armies  against  the  United  Ameri¬ 
can  Colonies.” 

Jacob  True  was  a  legal  resident  tax  payer  of  Salisbury  in  1776  and 
a  signer  of  the  above  Articles  of  Association.  When  hostilities  com¬ 
menced  at  Lexington  there  were  bnt  500  inhabitants  in  Salisbury. 
Jacob  True  was  one  of  the  training  soldiers  from  Salisbury  drawn 
May  27,  1776. 

In  the  year  1780  the  term  of  service  of  the  three-years  continental 
men  expired,  and  it  became  necessary  to  re-cnlist  some  15  inert,  to  take 
the  places  of  those  who  were  discharged,  in  addition  to  the  four  men 
who  took  the  places  of  those  who  died  at  Valley  Forge,  however  none 
of  the  Trues  were  among  these.  The  bounty  demanded  and  paid  was 
chiefly  in  cows  at  the  rate  of  four  cows  at  $12.00  each  for  each  year  of 
service  or  about  $50.00  in  silver  or  gold  per  year.  Continental  cur¬ 
rency  was  then  reduced  to  a  standard  of  about  $15.00  for  every 
hundred.

The  successful 
bidder  on  his  part,  was  to  take  the  paupers  from  their  homes  or 
previous  places  of  residence,  “furnish  them  with  the  necessarv  meat 
and  drink,  washing  and  lodging,  rum  and  tobacco”  while  the  town 
would  provide  clothing  and  such  other  aid  as  was  especially  stipulated. 
It  is  evident  that  the  old  course  was  pursued  with  regard  to  the  few 
paupers  in  the  town  until  1831,  when  a  farm,  with  stock  and  tools,  was 
purchased  where  the  poor  were  afterward  supported.  Under  the  law 
of  the  times,  if  a  mau  contracted  more  debts  than  he  could  cancel 
he  was  committed  to  jail  on  complaint  of  a  creditor. 


THE  TORNADO 

Sept.  9,  1821  at  5  P.  M.  it  struck  Warner,  and  Salisbury,  New 
Hampshire,  where  Deacon  Joseph  True  resided.  A  child  of  Mr.  True 
was  injured  so  severely  that  it  died  soon  after.  Mrs.  Peter  Flanders, 
a  daughter  of  Jabez  and  sister  of  Joseph  True,  was  so  badly  injured 
about  the  head  that  site  never  recovered.  The  greatest  sufferers  by 
this  tornado  were  the  two  Suvorvs  in  Warner,  and  the  Trues,  father 
and  son,  in  Salisbury,  and  Joseph  True  was  the  greatest  individual 
sufferer.  Joseph  True’s  loss  was  $800.00  and  Jabez  True’s  loss 
$100.00.  Jabez  True  was  a  grantee  in  Kingston,  Stevenstown  township.
